The Ribstone area, 30 miles south 
east of Wainwright, is carrying out 
an interesting test and at a depth 
of approximately 2,000 feet oil oc- 
currences have come into evidence. 
North Taber Royalties No. 1 well, 
30 miles east of Lethbridge, also is 
attracting attention, The drilling 
test in this area has passed a num- 
ber of gas sands which have proved 
encouraging. 

The Ram River well, approxim- 
ately 100 miles west of Red Deer, 
was spudded in on October 24th, 
and by January 16th had reached 
a depth of over 700 feet. The Dey 
onian limestone was encountered 
at the 70 foot level when casing was 
set. At 300 feet came the first evi- 
dence of gas, and a core sample, 
taken from the 400 foot level, show- 
ed a noticeable impregnation of oil, 
the cores at greater depth showing 
evidence of oil together 
with porosity. The test is being 
watched with the greatest of inter
